African Explorer Wissmann Thinks He Is 
Stasley—Unoertainty of Reports. 
Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 
Lorpon, August 4.—Lieut. Wissmann, the 
African explorer, in an interview to-day at 
Brussels regarding the report via Zanzibar to 
the effect that Emin Bey was advancing by the 
left bank of the Nile on the Mahdi, leaving tne 
inference that the white Pasha in the province 
of Bahr-El-Ghazel was Emin and not Stanley,

said: ‘‘These native stories from Zanzibar 
must be taken with a great deal of salt. The 
Arab have been spreading exaggerated re- 
ports respecting the fate of the Stanley expe- 
dition ever since it started, fearing that its 
success would put a stop to their slave trade, 
which, Iam sorry to say, is at present flour- 
ishing. For all the region of the Upper Congo, 
ite tributaries and the great lakes, Zanzibar is 
the center of the slave trade. 


THE SULTAN OF ZANZIBAR, 
who was furious atthe division of part of his 
territory between Germany and England in 
1686, has since been doing all in his power to 
make the country too hot for its nom!nalpos- 
sessors or protectors. He bas sent large quan- 
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tities of arms and ammunition Into the inte- 
rior and is atthe bottom of all the Arab raid- 
ing, with allthe untold misery following in 
ite train, which bas never gone on so briskly 
and audaciously as now. Well-informed ob- 
servers declare that in the last three years the 
slave trade has at least doubled. 

„The regions devastated since the year 1883 
extend over an area 1,000 miles in length by 
400 in breadth, and the destruction of human 
life and the misery eaused are almost beyond 
imagination. Stanley, who has bad great op- 
portunities of watching the proceedings of the 
slavers, tells us that for every serviceable 
slave captured fifty men, women and children 
are in one way or another done to death, and 
even of this miserable remainder only a frac- 
tion survive the journey to the coast. 

THE Donn OF THESE VICTIMS 
are undoubtedly the ones that the alleged de- 
serters say atrew the route that Stanley took. 
It is for the purpose of still keeping up this 
slave trade that the natives spread these sto- 
ries of disaster to Stanley. Dr. Emin Pasha, 
in bis last letter, sald that he did not intend to 
undertake any warlike enterprise, and, strange 
as it may seem, mentions the circumstances 
of the fighting between the tribes ia his vicin- 
ity, which are identical with those connected 
with fighting reported in the Zanzibar dis- 
patoh of August. Further, he said that if 
Stanley arrive, the mere fact that he (Emin 
Bey) had received supplies would soon bring 
to an end the quarrels among his childish 
neighbers. Stanley undoubtedly, as Emin

RUSSIA’S INDIAN ASPIRATIONS. 


Importance of the Central Asian Railway— 
A Stupendous Enterprise. ~ 

Loypon, August 4.—The British Cabinet has 
at length awakened to the fact thatthe con- 
struction of the Central Asian Rallway is in 
large part a political enterprise, and that it is 
recognized as such by the Russians. The 
strategical importance ofthe new railway is 
easily explained. It will. enable the Russian 
staff to conceutrate, should it be so desired, a 
considerable force on the border ot Afghan, 
Turkestan, and to collect large supplies 
for its maintenance. The main army 
would, of course, be brought 
from the Caspian, but large contingents could 
be raised in the region between the Oxus and 
the Jaxartes. The Syr Daria has long been 
navigated by a fleet of steamers, and since 
the rallway was opened the steam navigation 
of the Arnu Daria, both above and below Ich- 
ardjuil has been inaugurated, 

THE CHIEF MILITARY NATURE 
of the railway is that it makes these two rivers 
available as lines of transport in the direction 
of Afghan Turkestan. 

Ifthe railway at present does not bring 
India within striking distanes it lays Afghan- 
istan open to far more ready and formidable 
attacks and looking to the sup sitiveness 
of a powerful section of English opinion on 
thesubject of Afghanistan, this is not a small 
matter. In certain diplomatic circles the 
opinion prevails that both Emperor William 
and Prince Bismarck are quietly directing 
Ruesia’s attention towards India. In support 
of this belief they. point to the 
articles appearing from ay to day in 
semi-official German newspapers deriding the 
English army and navy. is certain that 
since Emperor William’s visit to St. Peters- 
burg, Gen. Annenkoff, the constructor of the 
Trans-Oaspian Railway line {s rapidly moving 
his famous construction n of railway 
wagons, in which he carries about a movable 
Village of 1,500 persons, 

IN THE DIRBCTION OF HERAT. 

This train consists of forty carriages, of 
which the greater part are forthe housing at 
night of Russian soldiers and native 
workmen. Gen. Annenkoff has dy 
the successful construction of the 
line solved three important problems. He 
has found means of employing naptha fuel in 
a country where neither coal nor wood could 
be had, a way of supplying with a sufficiency 
of water a vast extent of country where nat- 
ural sources do not exist, and has carried a 
line of railway over such deserte of sand as 
are traversed by no other railroad in the 
world. In doing all this Gen. Annenkoff has 
opened the eyes of English military officials to 
the fact that the Invasion of India by Bussta is 
not such a vast and hopeless task as has been 
supposed.

THE CHINESE IN AUSTRALIA. 


Premier Salisbury Considering Means of 
Checking the Influx. 

Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, August 4.—The British Foreign 
Office has decided that for the present it will 
not open negotiations with the Goverument of 
China for a settlement ot the questions of 
Chinese immigration fh fa. A major- 
ity of the Cabinet advise that it would not be 
expedient, except as a last resort—all other 
methods failing—to muke overtures to or en- 
tertain proposals from the Chinese Govern- 
ment regarding the matter, and it is moreover 
hinted that Englishmen, in the event of their 

TREATING WITH CHINA 
on this subject would not be able to conclude a 
treaty as easily as did the Americans, since in 
return awkward demands would be made in 
the case of England which were not thought 
of in the negotiations with the United States. 
The English Government will doubtless do 
something, however to check the march of the 
Chinese into British territory, and will proba- 
bly begin by putting the brakes upon the 
steady increase of Chinese immigration to 
Australia from Hong Kong and Singapore, 
which are the centers of Australian tradé in 
the British Indian and Chinese possessions, 
and will then in luce 
THE AUSTRALIAN GOVERNMENT 

to pass a parliamentary measure dealing with 
the question of immigration in general, which 
will be free from the objection of diserimina- 
tion against the Chinese, to which the present 
law is open. It is now thought possible to 
draft a statute, which will, in effect, exclude 
Chinese laborers from Australia without speci- 
fying them as such, based upon the laws which 
now exclude French tntriguers from Alsace by 
the passport system now in vogue, and which 
keeps paupers generally out of the United 
States, or, in case of their landing, euable that 
Government to return them. However dor - 
rect this belief may be, there is reason to as- 
sume that Lord Salisbury will act upon his 
known disposition to exercise diplomacy in 
the matter until such measures have been 
found iInadequa@, when he may be depended 


upon to resort to action more harsh.

The Henry Georgites are delighted with the 
report of the select committee on town hold- 
ings, which in conbluding, asks leave to ro- 
sume its sittings at the next session of Par- 
liament.

The 
Provost of the town was asleep 
in bed and was summoned to appear before 
his captors. This he did, when aransom of 
£100,000 was imposed for his release. At about 
the same time the Iris, warship Hero and 
Severn ran the blockade of Bantry in the fog 
and will probably retaliate for the acts com- 
mited by the Calypso by capturing several Irish 
towns. A score or so of reporters, who were 
allowed to go with the fleet, suffered severely 
from sea-sickness, though they cheerfully ac- 
cepted their assignments under the impres- 
sion that they were going to have a holiday.

A MURDEROUS ASSAULT 


MADE BY ELMER REEDER UPON WILLIAM 
MANNING, HIS SON-IN-LAW. 


be Phe Family Feud That Came Near Resulting 


Patally—A Forced Marriage and Its Dis 
astrous Consequences—A Long Series of 
Quarrels That Resulted in the Sheeting 
of Mausing by Reeder Last Night, and 
the Arrest of the Assailant—A Thiek- 
Headed Negree’s Good Luck—Peer Pow- 
der Saves the Lives of Twe Men—Stories 
Told by the Parties to the Quarrel. 


HORTLY before 6:30 

last night the passers- 

by in the visinity of 

Franklin avenue and 

Broadway were 

startled by the seund 

of two pistol shots 

fired in quick sucoces- 

sion on the west side 

of Broadway, nerth 

of Franklin avenue. 

A crewd gathered 

and several police- 

men were instantly 

on the ground. It 

was then found that 

the shots were fired 

dy Elmer Reeder, 

tne target being his 

son-in-law, William Manning. When the po- 

lice appeared upon the scene the two men 

were struggling together, Reeder getting the 

worst of it. Both men were arrested and 

taken to the Third District Station, where the 
case was investigated. 

HOW THE SHOUTING OCCURRED. 

From the story of the bystanders and from 
that of the parties themselves, which did not 
disagree in any essential particular, it was 
learned that the shooting was the result of a 
feud of more than three years’ standing. 
Manning had married Florence Reeder, the 
only surviving daughter of Elmer Reeder, and 
had lived unhappily with her until her death, 
which occurred on June5of this year. Since 
that time the relations, always unpieas- 
ant, between the two men, had 
altered greatly for the worse, and 
an intense hostility had resulted. Last even- 
ing, while walking north on Broadway, Man- 
ning unexpectedly encountered Reeder. As 
soon as he saw him he raised a heavy stick 
that he carried in his hand and rushed 
upon him as if about to strike. Reeder drew 
back, drew a heavy forty-one calibre revolver 
from his hip pocket, took aim and fred. 

AN ADAMANTINE SKULLED AFRICAN. 

Tne first shot flew wide of its mark, brine- 
ing up full on the forehead of Walter 
Williams, a l7-year-old negro, who 
was standing near the corner of Franklin ave- 
nue. Williams gave a yell and clapped his 
hands to his head, expecting te find 
a yawning chasm in nis cranium. 
But fortunately for him the propelling 
charge was light, and the skull which it en- 
countered of flinty hardness, so that no dis- 


astrous results ensued beyond a bad scare, 
a slight abrasion of the akin, and a 
bullet flattened 80 as to de 
useless. The second shot was better directed, 
andlstruckManning near the right nipple. Ihe 
inefficieucy of the charge, however, prevented 
the bullet from penetrating the chest, it 
gianeed along under the skin to 
the back. Manning then closed with 
Reeder, and prevented his firing until 
the officers arrived on the scene, when both 
were taken to the Carr Street Station. Reeder 
on a charge of assault 
Manning was released 
advised to have his wound, 
which was of a_ trifling character, 
attended to. He left the station, saying that 
he thought he would see a doctor about it, al- 
though it was scarcely worth while. 
REEDER'S STORY. 

Elmer Reeder was seen in his cell by a Poser - 
DISPATCH reporter, to whom he gave az ac- 
eount of the shooting and of the troubie 
that had ledtoit. ‘‘lam 50 years of age, 
said Reeder, ‘‘a machinist by trade, being 
or Bi by the Todd-Stanley Milling Co., 
an live at 4838 DeSoto avenue. I 
have known this man Manning, or rather 
Mahoney, for that is his real name, 
for more than fifteen years. The trouble 
arose about my — 2 — Manning knew her 
ever since she was 6 years old, and when she 
began to grow up paid her a good deal of at- 
tention. Overthree years ago he betrayed 
her under promise of marriage, which promise 
he refused to fulfill. A ehild was born 
and 1 determined to either make 
Manning marry my daughter or send him to 
Jefferson City. I brought charges against him 
in the Criminal Court, upon which he agreed 
to make every reparation in his — and 
married Florence. He treated her badly from 
the first, and was very bitter against me. 
One day he knocked down my little boy 
without rovocation, and when 1 re- 
monstrate with nim drew a pistol, and 
threatened to shoot me. My daughter’sa 
death, I believe, was occasioned by bis iil 
treatment. and 1 freely said so. ® heard 
of it, and threatened repeatedly to killme. I 
therefore provided myself with a revolver for 
self defense. When he saw me on the street 
this evening, heiifted his stick against me, 
and to save myself from serious or fatal in- 
jury, as Manning is avery large and extremely 
os man, I drew =y pistol and fired. 

anning is known not only as Mahoney bat 
also as Dukes, under which name he 
recently tried to betray another girl. 
He is a very hard case, and has often 
been behind the bars. I myself was never 
arrested before, and hope and believe I shail 
soon be tree, as I only acted in seif defense. 

Reeder is aslender man,jof about five feet 
eight inches in height, with long biack 
hair, and beard heavily streaked with 

ray. He has a wife and one child, and also 
hes taken charge of the child of his daughter 
and Manning, a boy of about 3 years of age.

His scheme was proved to be a swindling 
fraud, but in the brief time in which the 
potice managed his business it was proved 
to be profitable and the deluded victims 
were numerous. T was no question 
of the guilt of Haverty, and yet be was 
released from custody aud was allowed to 
go to pursue his criminal career in some 
other place. 

The reason given for this travesty upon 
justice was that the victims lived at a dis- 
tance and were too poor to come here and 
prosecute the criminal. And 20, because 
of the, poverty of the vietims and their 
residence at a distance, a swindier, who 
used the United States mafis for swindling 
purposes, is allowed to go scotfree. This 
is in effect a notice to men of ewindling 
propensities that they may engage in 
swindling operations so they select poor 
victims who live a long way off, using the 
mails for their operations, and the State 
and national authorities will stand by and 
see it done.

A WEALTHY CHICAGO REAL ESTATE 
DEALER DISINHERITS HIS WIFE. 


Nearly Allef His Property Bequeathed to 
Charitable Institations—The Will Re- 
fused Prebate Because None of the Wit- 
nesses Saw the Testater Sign It—Mr.

About two months ago when, 
from dissipation, his mind began to fall, 
she took him out of the city and 
started on the trip west. She took 
with her Ed Olark, a salesman 
for the Kimball Piano Co., who, Bold states, 
was her lover, but to conceal that fact from 
Herting Clark was accompanied by Fanny 
Cohen, afriend of Mrs. Sherwood. The party 
traveled in style, spending Herting’s money. 
At Excelsior Springs, Mo., they were all ar- 
rested for raising a disturbance in the hotel, 
both Herting and Clark being on the verge of 
delirium tremens. After Herting bad lost his 
mind and speech completely he was left at 
Jacksonville to die. 

One day he was taken out fora ride by a 
man who claimed to be hisfriend. When he 
was brought back there was a wound in his 
bead. His friend said it was caused by bis 
baving been thrown out of the buggy. He 
died a few hours later.

of the Brooklyns. Von der Ahe is very much 
in earnest and says that he will make Byrne 
‘‘esweat’’ for making surreptitious over- 
tures to one of his players. He 
has employed counsel and will 
fizht the matter to the bitter 
end. President Byrne disciaims any tamper- 
ing with the St. Louis players, and in refuta- 
tion of Von der Ahe’s charges has forwarded 
the following letter to the President of the As- 
sociation: 

. C. Wikoff, Eig., President American Associa- 

tion, Columbus, G.! 

Dan Sin During and subsequent to the 
recent visit of the Brookiyn Club to St. 
Louis the prominent journals of that 
city published statements and charges 
openly and publicly made by Mr. ©. Von der 
Ahe, the President of the St. Louis Olub, that 
I had tampered with one of the players of the 
St. Louis team, viz., Mr. Jarfes O’Neil, and 
that 1 had been endeavoring to make 
him dissatisfied with his position in St. 
Louis by tempting offers to join the Brooklyn 
team, and had thereby caused him 
to neglect his work and play neg- 
ligently so as to secure bis re- 
lease. Furthermore it was charged that 
I bad influenced Mr. Robert Ferguson, one of 
the official umpires of the Association, to 

rostitute his position for the benefit of the 

rooklyn Clu and to the cCirect dam- 
age otf the Louis Club. At first 
I deemed these emanations merely the 1 — 
of pique and disappointment resulting m 
tne St. Louls Club suffering defeat at tne hands 
of the Brooklyn team, and I bore the charges 
in silence, if not In patience. Ifind, how- 
ever, they are being constantly reiterated 
until now my patience is exhausted and 
further silence must need * a sense of 
guilt. The notoriety these charges have 
achieved renders it proper that the 
American Association should take 
steps promptiy to investigate them. 
The faith of the public and the press in the in- 
tegrity of the national game cannot long 
be maintained if charges of this nature 
oan be made against any person 
identified with it and remain unavuewered or 
uninvestigated. With me in this matter 
there can be no middle ound. If I 
am guilty it is -manifestiy the du 
of the Association. to take action towar 
ridding itself of the presence of a person in- 
duiging in such questionable methods. It 
these charges are not sustained it Is 
duty of the association to 
as to effectually ut 
a stop to this habit of making unwarranted 
charges against club officials and umpires, 
which tend to discredit the American Associa- 
tion and bring the national game into disre- 


pute. 

Section 17 of the Constitution empowers you 
to call a special meeting of the Association 
when you may deem it necessary. 
trust you. will conclude that the 
necessity has arisen and will issue 
a call accordingly, meanwhile notifying the 
person preferring these charges to be present 
with his evidence to substantiate them. 

Iwould respectfully suggest that res call 
the meeting for August7 in Philadelphia, as 
that will be convenient for most of the clubs 
and further that you make a temporary 
transfer of umpires to enable Mr. Ferguson to 
be present.

I don’t know how far this 
is true, but certainly no 
king is freer in his move- 
mente than King George. 
Strangers, especially Rus- 
, sians and Germans, who 
imagine that Nihilists and Socialiste are ev- 
erywhere, are amazed when they come to the 
conclusion that the gentieman and lady walk- 
ing quietly in front of them, arm ip arm, 
Gressed like everybody elee, must be the 
King and Queen because all the people bow to 
them, while the officers salute and soldiers 
present arms as they pass by. They cannot 
understand how a king dares to walk among 
his subjects in this free and easy way, without 
any escort and without taking the slightest 
precaution for his safety. Yet this is an ev- 

ery-day oceurrence in Athens. 

One often meets the King walking with the 
Queen or the Princess Alexandra, generally 
folio by a splendid Danish dog; at another 
time it is the Queen with her two sons or the 
King with an ald-de-camp, both dressed in 
civilian*s clothes. Sometimes they go on 
horseback, in which case they are followed by 
two servants in livery, but the Queen prefers 
driving to riding, although she is an excellent 
horse woman.

Judge Thayer Takes His Life While Tempo- 
rarily Insane—A Vespondent Woman.

W ORCESTER,Mass..Angust 4.—Senator Hoar’s 
political manager, Hon, Adin Thayer, Judge 
of Probate for Worcester County, and one of 
the most prominent Republican politicians in 
the State for the past quarter of a century, 
committed suicide by cutting his throat with a 
razor this morning.

DELUDED FOREIGNERS, 


A Gang of Italian Laberers Anxious for a 
Sub. Contractor to Bettle.

BALTIMORE, Md., August 4.— Thie morning a 
motley crowd of men gathered around 
the Italian Vice-Consulate with anxiety 
and misfortune depicted upon their 
countenances.

| forwarded them to a Mr. Bates, who held 
| himself responsible as contractor for the la- 
| borers’ pay. This he admitted at the police 
' investigation and agreed to settle with thom 
two daye later. Five * later twenty-three 
of them were hired by Jno. Kehoe. e paid 
them at the rate of Fl. s a day each 
| for the firat ten days’ work, but since then they 
have not received a cent from him. He owes 
them between $800 and $400, They are waiting

TO SUSPEND FOR A YEAR, 


Theedere Thomas’ Famous Musical Organi- 
sition Disbands in Chicago. 


By Telegraph to the Post- DISPATCH. 

Omas, Hl., August 4.—Tneodore Thomas, 
who bas been conducting a series of summer 
concerts here, was asked to-day ifthe rumor 
were true that his famous orchestra was about 
to disband. 

They are true to this extent, he said, 
„that for a year, at least, there prob- 
ably will not be any distinct organ- 
ization of the orchestra. At the 


close of the performance to-night we will sep - 
arate as usual for the Summer vacation. Itis 
altogether unlikely that we will get together 
when the vacation is over. itherto our 
members have been under contract to give 
their entire time to the orchestra. They were 
notified Thursday they were free now to 
make engagements to play with other 
organizations or go teaching 
if they choose. We shall keep 
track of them and be ready to summon them 
together if nevessary. We bave twenty-four 
Philharmonic concerts in New York and 
Brooklyn this winter, at which most of them 
will play. We shall be ready, also, to call 
them together if it turns out to be advisabie 
to continue the organization during the win- 
ter as it has been in the past. 

What is the trouble, 

There is no hall in New York in which we 
can play this winter. Steinway Hail is too far 
down town and is not availuble otherwise. 
If we should take an uptown theater we 
should have to play matinees only and they 
are unprofitable. There is nothing else open 
to us at present. Next year I hope there 
will be an available place tor us 
in New York, and then the organization will 
be resumed, It may also turn out to be ex- 

dient to travel this winter, but I hardly 

hink so.“ 

Mr. Thomas is under contract with Milward 
Adams, his present manager, to give another 
series of concerts in this city next summer. Mr 
Adame says that the orchestra then will 
be constituted about as 
80 that it is not 
Mr. Thomas will let any of the players get 
very far from him. There is a proposition 
now pending for concertsto occupy the winter 
season in Philadelphia, Buffalo, Oincinnati and 
Chicago.

ITALIAN REFORMERS. 


Good Work Undertaken by Intelligent Sons 
of Sunny Italy in Chicago. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

CuH10aGO, III., August 4.— One result of the 
anti-{talian agitation and the Congressional 
committee’s investigation in New York is that 
prominent Italiane in Chicago have seriously 
undertaken to reform abuses complained of in 


their countrymen. There are 15,000 Italians in 
Chicago, and many of them live in a condition 
of filth and wretchedness rivaling Mulberry 
street itself. Many others are comparatively 
well off and very intelligent. These have 
banded themselves together to carry out the 
following reforma; 

Nat more than two families are to be al- 
lowed to live in one of the littie houses in the 
Italian arter. At presentthere are from 
seven.to fifteen families in each house. 2. 
Italians are to be naturalized as fast as possi- 
bie and taught something aboutthe meaning 
of the bailot.

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THER BIG RUILDING TO DECORA 


EALLY the city is mak- 
ing such steady and 
rapid improvement in 
the character and diver- 
sity of street architect- 
ure that rarely a week 
passes that the Post-

new mercantile building 
of broad and lofty di- 
mensions to be erected 
in either the wholesale 
or retail section. 
Changes of this type 


have followed each other 
e with such frequency 
within the past five years 


since the reconstruction of the streets with 


. granite pavement was commenced, that few 


persons, expecially those most familiar with 

the everyday «aspect of the business thorouyh- 
fares, can realize, without stopping to con- 
template the scenes of the past, what wonder- 
ful changes bave taken piace in the lapse of a 
few years. The cute given below mark the 
progress of one of the best known dry goods 
firms in the city, thatof B. Nugent & Bro., 
composed of Byron Nugent and Daniel C. Nu- 
gent. 

A picture is here presented of the place B. 
Nugent & Bro. vecated at the Southeast oor- 
ner of Franklin avenue and Fifth street as it 
appeared in March, 1878, when the firm 
moved. out after being located there five 
years and occupied No. 815 North 
Broadwar, the premises they now have. 
The house they departed from on that occa- 
sion was an old tumble-down dwelling of two 
stories and an unfinished attic. It had a 
frontage of 22 feet on Franklin avenue and a 
depth of only 60 feet on what in those days 
was known as Fifth street. Speaking of this 
yesterday, Dan C. Nugent said the house was 
owned by Mrs. Virginia Smith, and when the 
firm moved in they had to anchor the front 
wails to prevent them from falling ont, and 
the second floor, but 30 feet deep, could only 
be reached by a stairway running up the out- 
side. 

When the change to their present quarters 
was made property interest on that part of 
Fifth street was at a very low epb, probably 
as good, nevertheless, as itever had been pre- 
Pious to that time. This fact was then so fully 
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Their Firet Store on Franklin Avenue. 

and genersily recognized that the stone-front 
store nouses erected by Samuel Knox, and now 
Delonging to his estate, gt present occupied 
by Nuvent &Bro., were then considered a 
financial failure.

AT nam. 


His Backer, Ed ©. Holske, Willing to 
Double the takes a: d Resume the Fight- 
ing—The Müllers“ Opinion of Each Other 

. Jay Makes an Estimate of the Twe 
Meén—Other Ring Matters.

OSTON, Mass., August 
4.—It is putting it mild 
to say that Frank 
Murphy, the English 
feather-weight cham- 
pion, is dissatisfied 
with the result of his 
contest with Jack 
Haviin near New 
York, on Thursday. 
Ed. C. Holske, er 
of Murphy, said to-day 
that he would not 
draw Gown Murphy's 
portion of the money 
without first trying to 
settle beyond dispute that his man was the 
superior of Haviin. He claims that he kept 
time throughout and when Murphy hat Hav- 
lin beaten to death in the forty-seventh round 
the time-keeper **chopped’’ the three min- 
utes by four or five seconds, while the 
rest that followed was fully one and a half 
instead of one minute. At the critical point 
it saved Haviin from certain defeat and af- 
forded the owner of the hall an opportunity 
to order the match called off in the next five 
minutes on the piea that prolonging the affair 
to a finish would place the men in danger of 

arrest. 

THE CHALLENGE. Be 

Mr. Holske publishes a card saying that 
Frank Murphy is ready and willing to finish 
the undecided match in a week from date un- 
der the conditions of the original articles— 
that is the men to weigh 118 pounds 
each on entering the ring on prop- 
erly balanced scales, and to fight 
on the turf, each side to be restricted to 
twelve men; the same gentleman to officiate 
as referee, and the stakeholder to find the 
baitle-ground and conduct the privileged 
parties to the selected spot. . 

If Haviin is not injured any more than his 
friends claim, Holske claims he should be 
prepared to resume the fight in a reasonable 
length of time. In the event of Havlin’s 
being so badly injured that it would prevent 
his entering within a week, then Holske will 
agree to the stakes belng doubled and the 
match take place six weeks hence, the same 
articles to prevail.

HOW THEY TRAP FORGERS 


ME. DEUMMOND OF THE SECRET SERVICE 
TELLS HIS STRANGE STORY. 


Months of Patience and Ustiring Watchful- 
ness Required te Catch One Man—The | 
Famous Arrest of Forger Krockway—He 
Was the Prince of Experts, and There 
Are None Others Like Him Left Now.

EW YORK, July 2%.— 
Glancing over the pages 
of the Post- DISPATCH re- 
cently, my eye caught 
sight of an article headed 
‘‘A Fiood of Counter- 
feits.’’ The force of 
habit caused me to pe- 
ruse the same, which oc- 
cupied a place of honor 
) . on the first page, and 
together with the news it contained gave a 
very fair description of how an attempt had 
been made to pass upon the public generally 
a counterfeit of the last issue of Uncle Sam's 
five-dollar silver certificate. I was somewhat 
amused at the alleged description given of the 
note by anofficial uvon whom the Post-Dis 
PATCH man had called for information, in order 
that he could in an intelligent manner inform 
the readers of his paper just the sort of note 
they would have to be on the alert for. 

The description was different from anything 
I had previously read, so I determined to see 
for myself, and at once set about securing a 
look at the note. I was not long in finding 
out, and after a careful scrutiny would sum 
the result up about thus: The note is poorly 
executed in very many particulars, but ata 
glance is well calculated to deceive the ordin- 
ary shopkeeper. Check letter ‘‘D’’ No. 2,071, 
the Treasury numbers and seal are good,espe- 
clally ag to bolor. Grant’s portrait is poor and 
resem bies a woodout at first sight, there being 
white patches on the right side of the face. The 
face in general is pale and scratchy compared 
with the genuine. The letters in the words 
‘sliver certificate’’ at top of face of note are 
quite irregular; this also applies to the words 
„Register of the Treasury. The paper is not 
good. On the back of note the attempt to im- 
itate the lathe work is exceedingly poor—in 
fact, almost a blur. 

It would seem, upon first thought, perhaps 4 
singular thing that the counterfeiters recent- 
ly have selected only the new issue of Govern- 
ment securities to imitate, but a little reflec- 
tion will bring to mind the fact that shortly 
afterthe present issue of silver certificates 
was put in circulation, from almost every 
quarter came the report that counterfeit one, 
two or ten dollar silver certificates were being 
largely circulated. For over ayear, however, 
investigation showed that the notes were, 
without exception, genuine, bus often of such 
character as to oblige experts to sorutinize 
them closely before they could say positively 
what their true character was. Consequently 
arrest of innocent people charged with pass- 
ing counterfelt notes (that were in fact genu- 
ine), was not infrequent. The trouble ap- 
peared to be the paper used. 

SILVER NOTES. 
Congress had authorized the issue of several 


tor them, especially the smaller ones, by the 
public was so great that very little time was 
given for the seasoning of the paper.

This house and its inmates were kept under 
strict surveillance. A small man was noticed 
once each day walking about as if to stretch 
after sitting a long while. His actions—a 
nervous moving and watching asif he feared 
that some one was shadowing him—drew the 
attention of my assistants to him, and when 
I happened to receive from Washington some 
8 of Western counterfeiters, Henry 

zlaudel, who had shadowed this man, recog- 

nized in bim the picture of Nathan B. Foster 
of bradford, lll,, a brother-in-law of James 
B. Doyle of $1,0006 per cent counterfeit Goy- 
ernment bond fame. 

Further watching traced Brockway to the St, 
James Hotel, where he would stay five and siz 
hours. Having been anticipated in his visit to 
the St. James, he was seen on reaching there 
to meet a man about 60 years of age, who wore 
lron-gray whiskers and mustache and was 
evidently a guest of the house. I took steps 
to learn this man’s name and reom number. 
In a short time he was located in room 8, but 
when the register was searched the name 
of the occupant of 8 was not to be found. I 
was for the time somewhat puzzled in ascer- 
taining the name, but soon fortune favored 
me and threwin my way a letter and an en- 
velop which this person tore up and threw 
away after having written. Upon studyin 
the writing of these it occurred to me that ft 
was very much like that of a letter which Jas. 
B, Doyle had torn up and«thrown away upon 
his arrest. On comparing these two letters 
(for I had kept the pieces of the latter) the 
identity was apparent. This letter of Doyle’s 
had been signed Mart, which was for Lewis 
R. Martin. With this clew I visited the St. 
James Hotel, and upon seeing the occupant of 
room 66 I immediately recognized in him Lew 
Martin, a notorious counterfeiter and for long 
years a pal of Brockway. 

THE ARREST. 

Having learned the names of the partners of 
Brockway, I ordered a stricter watch to be 
kept upon the movements of these three, and 
was rewarded by finding Brockway visitin 
Wall street. From bis business down there 
was convinced that he was not counterfeltin 
Government securities, and for the secon 
time turned the case over to Inspector Thos. 
Byrnes, who furnished me with a halt dozen 
of his most trusted officers, who had instruc- 
tions to report to me in writing daily every 
move of the trio. I at once withdrew , force 
from the case, and their places were fliled by 
the others. Thus, on ber 22, after a 
watch of nearly eight months, I found 
my assistants all relieved from fur- 
ther weg but not so myself, as 
1 still ad the directing of every 
move that was made ip the oase up to and in- 
cluding the swearing out of the seareh war- 
rantga 
Smyth, which act I performed myself. After 
a general survey of the situation I fixed upon 
the day for the arrest and carefully arranged 
all my plans late upon the afternoon of the 9th 
of November, 1883. During the same evening, 
accompanied by two of the Inspector's men, I 
visited Assistant District Attorney Henry C. 
Allen, at his home on Macdougal street, and 
furnished him with a complete statement of 
the case from its earliest conception. This, of 
course, was the first intimation that any one 
outside of the officers engaged directiy upon 
the case had of what was coingon. Lon da- 
vite were prepared by Mr. Allen and every- 
thing got in readiness to have the warrants 
issued at an early hour the following morn- 
ing. This, of course, occupied tne night till 
long after 12, when the quartette separated, 
andsingly wended their ways to their sleeping 
families to meditate upon what the morrow 
would bring forth, as very little sleep came to 
the eyes of any one knowing the character of 
the three desperate criminals for whose capt- 
ure they had spent the night in planning. 

Bright and early the following day I visited 
the Recorder’s private office in company with 
Detective Sergt. Philip Reilley, made oath 
to statements prepared the night previous, 
and upon these the Recorder issued warrants 
for the arrests. At 1130 a. m. of the same 
day Detective Sergt. Philip Cosgrove left my

ants. These three together with others were

The next enterprise he em- 
barked in was the making and the attempt to 
issue through James B. Doyle (for which the 
latter is now serving atwelve-year sentence) 
over $200,000 in 6 per cent Uni States coupon 
bonds. The plates for many of the above- 
described notes have been captured or sur- 
rendered to myself and other Government 
officers. Brockway’safiearest imitators have 
m in skill or in the mag- 
nitude of his operations. He is now at liberty 
but just where he is or what he is doing, 1 
know not. 

Lewis R. Martin has been a great horse fan - 
cier in hig day, and is believed to still take a 
lively interest in such matters. His associa- 
tions with Brockway and his counterfeiting 
operations dates away back ear'y inthe six- 
ties. In 1875 he was indicted in the Western 
District of Pennsylvaniaas an accomplice of 
Henry Maxey, alius Sweet, for passing coun- 
terfeit $500 asury notes of the Brockway 
manufacture, but was never tried. The rec- 
ords of the Secret Service show he has been 
known as an engraver and printer of counter- 
feits under the name of Luther R. Martin. He 
is believed to have owned the $500 counterfeit 
Treasury plate in connection with Brock- 


way, Tom Ballara and Hank Hall. He 
has always been looked upon as a 
capitalist and is delieved to have 


furnished the capital forthe above-described 
scheme, which resulted in his: conviction. In 
appearance he resembles a well-to-do business 
man, isabovethe average height, clear-out 
features, wearsalong gray beard and mus- 
tache, dresses modestly and has all the ap- 
pearance of a gentleman in manner and con- 
versation. 

Nathan B. Foster is aman of small stature; 
is a native of Bradford, III.; is a farmer and 
stock-raiser; comes of a counterfeiting family 
and has been arrested in company with his 
father many years ago in Illinois for making 
counterfeit coin. He is a brother-in-law of 
James B. Doyle, and this fact, no doubt, is 
what brought him in contact with Brockway 
and Martin, for it is pretty certain he knew 
them personally but a short time before their 
arrest. Much color is given to this theory

For very strange, 
and indeed on the face of them, almost inex- 
plicable things have been going on upon tbat 
ruddy planet. One might Imagine that the 
fancy which a dreamer on our earth once 
started had taken possession (by some strange 
telepathic influence) of the inhabitants of 
Mars, and that they were striving to commu- 
nicate with us Terrenes by signals of a most 
stupendous sort and involving engineering 
problems which assuredly would be beyond 
the mastery of terrestrial folk, so that, even 
were we disposed to enter into correspond- 
ence with the Martialists, we should find their 
method of communicating their ideas too di- 
eult for imitation and response. 

The idea that Mars is a miniature world had 
been steadily growing in probability and gen- 
eral favor, when suddenly Schiapareili, the 
eminent director of the Milan Observatory 
(would that all official astronomers had bis 
geal!), announced that he had recognized mual- 
titudinous canals on the planet, averaging 
‘twenty miles orso in width and a thousand 
miles or so in length. As if that were not 
enough, he followed up the discovery by an- 
other, which suggested that the Martian engi- 
neers are not only enterprising, but resolute 
and rapid in carrying out their enterprises. 
He announced that alongside nearly all the 
canals he bad discovered in 1879, another set 
had been constructed by the spring of 1880. 
(He had detected the first of the duplicate 
get at the end of 187%) When I say that 
the second set of canale were alongside 
the other set, I mean that they ran 
Parallel to them, at a mean distance 
of about three hundred miles. Imagine what 
all this, if real, would mean.

8 farso good. Rivers might be accepted in 
explanation of the dark streaks, and sinee 
rivers ot after all be regarded as stupen- 
dously unlikely phenomena on a planet like 
Mars, which certainly has seas, and as cer- 
tainly has continents, this explanation seemed 
reasonabie enough. 

Bat how about the duplication of the dark 
streaks? Rivers cannot have ghostly doubles 
running parallel to their course at distances 
of from to 800 miles, and prepared to ap- 
pear and disappear in the most startling and 
unexpected manner. Yet these double streaks 
were certainly seen. Schiapareilli is no mere 
beginner with the telescope. Moreover, his 
assistants saw the double streaks. Perrotin 
and Tholion of Nice have seen them since, 
even up to this present year, when Perrotin 
has been so moved by what he has seen as 
to vouch his belief in the canal systems of 
Mars andin the amazing energies of Martian 
engineers. 

It is rather singular that none of the believ- 
ers in the double canais (the apparently 
double streaks are real enough) is prepared 
to which of the two is the 

or dark streak). Does 
the duplicate canal always appear to the rixht 
or always to the left, or—where they run 
ee eee above or always below the 
original streak? To these questions I am go- 
ing to give very daring response. I have seen 
the single dark streaks, and, after examining 
the best records of the double dark streaks, I 
fvel satisfied that neither the right-hand nor 
the left-hand streaks of pairs running north 
and south, neither the upper nor the lower 
streak of pairs running east and west, on 
Mars is the original dark streak, but that that 
streak corresponds in position with the streak 
of light between the double dark streaks. 
am satisfied that there has been no * 2 
tion at all, dut the dark streak has simply 
changed to a light streak, bordered (partly by 
an effect of contrast, partiy through the weli- 
known optical phenomenon called diffraction) 
by two dark streaks. 

NOT ENGINEERING FBATS. 

I was so wanting in caution as to suggest the 
possibility of this view being the correct one 
even before the evidence was sufficient post- 
tively to support it. Whatever the dark 
streaks may be, lreasoned they cannot pos- 
sibly be double canals. Whatever the cause 
of the changes affecting them, they cannot be 
due to Martian engineering operations. It 
would be monstrous, I argued (in my incau- 
tious way), to imagine such operations on a 
planet whose chances in the evolution of life 
would certainly not lend themselves to the de- 
velopment of creatures so far — 3 man 
in engineering daring and capacity. n the 
other hand, it does seem conceivable—nay, it 
even seems likely—that rivers which at times, 
perhaps usually, would look Hike dark streaks 
ou Mars would at times look like bright 
streaks, while at other times perhaps these 
streaks would disappear altogether. What if 
a whole Martian continent; rivers and all, 
becaiwe enshrouded in clouds? Would not the 
rivers then be altogether invisible—as utterly 
invisible as our rivers would be to an aeronaut 
high above a dense layer of impenetrable 
cloud? What if at other times, though the 
clouds cleared away from a whole continent, 
they still remained above the rivers, changing 
them for the observer on earth into streaks of 
cloud like light, because the clouds along 
those river-beds would turn ‘‘their silver 
linings’’ towards the observer on earth? Is it 
so utterly wild and fanciful to adopt the idea 
(rejecting even those rr probable 
Martian canals, duplicate and otherwise) that 
what happens on our earth, with her seas, 
continents and rivers, might happen ona 
planet which visibly has seas and continents 
and in whose air clouds visibly gather and 
clear away or discharge their waters in rain, 
so that we may not unsafely suspect that the 
planet has rivers aleo? 

THE EFFECT OF CLOUDS. 

If we thus daringly imagine resemblance 

between the condition of Mars and that of a 


like our earth, instead of assuming more 
cautiously the construction (in a year or two) 
of canais thousands of miles long and twenty 
miles or so wide, we are led to imagine also 
something akin to terrestrial conditions. We 
picture clouds covering the Martian conti- 
nents in the daytime; we imagine a clearing 
away of the clouds everywhere except along 
the river-tracks in the epring, and finaily the 
clearing away ofthe clouds even over the 
river tracks in the summertime. I fee) re- 
gretful that all this isso little in accordance 
with the Gargantuan canal-making, but 
the readers of the WoRLD must for- 
give me if rash daring presents to 
my incautious mind seas, rivers, clouds 
and so forth as on the whole more egg — 
than canals many hundreds of miles ion 
where canals would be utterly useless, an 
twenty miles wide where (it should seem) a 
quarter of a mile of width would have satisfied 
all * Martian requirements. 

The Martian winter would be the time of 

eneral overclouding, the Martian spring be- 

ng the time for the clearing away of clouds 

everywhere save along the river tracks, and 
Martian midsummer the time when the clouds 
would clear away altogether and the rivers 
appear with their natural darkness of tint. 

As if to encourage my rashness in rejecting 
the immense, yet ever changing Martian ca- 
nals, and preferring the thought that there 
might be rivers on a planet which has seas and 
continents, clouds asd snows and other char- 
acteristics akin to those of our own earth, 
Mars, himselt, reports precisely such changes 
as we should expect were my overbold speeu- 
lation sound. Schiaparelli, the original dis- 
coverer of the canals and of their duplicates, 
first, also, to suggest the theory which M. Per- 
rotin of Nice has recently advocated, points 
out in his report on bis Martian studies that 
the dark streaks visible singly in the Martian 
summer and invisible in the Martian winter 
are doubled in the Martian spring. As 
spring advances and the summer solstice ap- 
proaches.the double streaks become one after 
another single, untilfinally, at midsummer, 
every one of them has lost its companion 
streak. It does not seem to bave occurred to 
him, in making or in recording these observa- 
tions, that the disappeurance of a companion 
eanal a thousand miles long and twenty miles 
wide ina few weeks would suggest a destruc- 
tive energy on the part of Martian engineers 
even more wonderful than the energy dis- 
played in cutting the canals. With exemplary 
caution he and Perrotin and other believers in 
Martian canals adhere to their faith in what 
their ‘‘very own eyes have seen. It is only 
I, wildly and fancifully speculative, who 
suggest that their canals are but the — 
of optieal Ulusion, and that Mars has rivers as 
the earth has.

HELEN CAMPBELL’S PICTURE OF SUMMER 
PARISIAN LIFE, 


The Frenchman’s Out-of-Door Life—His 
Love of Summer and Resentment of 
Winter—In the Champs Elysees—The 
Parisian’s Fondness for Crowds—Famous 
Resorts of the Capital—Amusements 
Which Abound in Parks and Cafes.

CUA sunny day, the wind less

The proprietor came to the door at intervals, 
rubbed his hands softly, as if his faith had 
been justified, and went back smiling to less 
adventurous customers. Later on, an ener- 
getic old gentleman sat down and ordered cof- 
fee, which he eventually finished inside, but 
from this time on, save when rain poured 
steadily, one or two were always in place, and 
by late March there were dozens. And thus it

omnibus or car, in public hall or theater or 
church, ventilation is the cardinal crime and 
air aterror, andthe unhappy foreigner gasps 
and rapidly asphyxiates 
WHERE THE PARISIAN REJOICES. 

It is not, then, the air and the sun that is 
craved; it is the nearer contact with his kind; 
and thus winter is 1 with resentment 
and the first breath of mildness halied as the 
resurrection of the only life worth living. And 
certainly as one comes and goes in the uti- 
ful Champs Elysees, with its long lines of peo- 

ie sitting on either side absorbed in watch 

ng the myriad occupants of cab and carriage, 

and the whole shifting scene gayer and more 
brilliant than anything outside of Paris has 
ever known, there is small wonder that the 
Parisian, no matter at what extremity, refuses 
to emigrate. Semi-starvation and Paris rather 
than a full stomach and any other quarter of 
the globe, and many a foreigner comes to be 
of the same mind, and submits to any priva- 
tion rather than lose the foothold from which 
he surveys the panorama. 

Tne axiom of Napoleon III., that to keep the 
French people quiet they must be constantly 
amused, has borne fruit in a thousand devices 
to thisend. A crowd is the first necessity. 
Happiness depends upon numbers. The Par- 
isian declaims on every subject, and demands 
his audience, yielding place readily enough 
when his own need has n satisfied and ap- 

lauding ungrudgingly whoever has the floor.

VARIETIES OF AMUSEMENT 
are before one at every turn, and when these 
lesser means fail there is the Troeadero, with 
its enormous concert hall, its beautiful cor- 
ridor, where one may walk or linger to gaze at 
the rushing cascade, the innumerable colored 
lights and the gay throng which pours 
through it till midnight. The lower end of th 
Champs Elysees and the gardensof the Tuil- 
eries are lined with attractions less preten- 
tious, but apparently as popular, and turn 
where one will, from the stately Gdeon to the 
smallest cafe chantant on the narrowest and 
most obscure of streets, it is always Paris 
amusing itself to its utmost bent, and weil 
content so long as the stimulus continues.

The societies all have a large membership, 
and those who joined them and were regular 
attendants at the old church always preserved 
a strong feeling of-friendship for the organ- 
izations in after life, when they scattered over 
all portions of the city. As a result of this 
feeling the church, although located in the 
business portion of the city, was always 
crowded on Sunday an some ot 
the most prominent families in St. 
Louis were in the congregation. The feelin 
of endearment which so many have for the ol 
structure can scarcely be imagined by those 
who have not seen some evidence of it. There 
are hundreds of people in the city to whom the 
**college’’ is the only connecting link between 
their old age and youth: To these people— 
and there are many such—the abandonment of 
the old structure will beacause of heartfelt 
regret and there will be many tears shed when 
the last look is had of the interior of the 
edifice around which so many dear associa- 
tions clung. 

The interior of the church presents many 
fine and interesting features. be main altar 
isan elegant piece of architecture as the ac- 
companying illustration will show. At the 
back and to the side of the altar are three 
large and m ificent oil paintings which 
haye been admired by ‘Sian’! over of art who 
ever entered the church. ‘hey were brought 
to this country from Belgium during the pas- 
torship of Rev. Arnold Damen, but the names 
of the painters are unknown. That they were 
great artists though there can be no doubt.

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THE STORY OF ITS PRIESTS. 


Eloquent and Learned Fathers Whose Voices 
Were Music to Their Congregations, 


The old college walls have echoed the 
words of many eloquent preachers. It was 
from the pulpit in the old church that the 
famous Father Samarius delivered some of his 
grandest sermons. Father Samarius was with- 
out doubt one of the greatest orators the 
Oatholic Uhurch in this country has ever pro- 
duced. His profundity of knowledge and his 


logical argumentation were as astonishing as 
his eloquence was soul stirring. When he en- 
tered the pulpit there was a magnetism about 
his very presence which commanded attention 
and when the first tones of his grand voice 
filed every corner of the sacred edifice 
with richness, his audience became speil- 
bound and were oblivious to their sur- 
roundings until the -sermon had ceased. 
His style was similar to that of Edmund 
Burke; rhetorical picturesqueness only be- 
ing used to lurethe minds over the dreary 
passages of logic. In the spring and summer 
of 1860 he delivered a series of lectures on 
„The Rule of Faith,’’ which excited wide- 
spread comment. The lectures 
delivered on Sunday evenings, and 
church was crowded with 
aristocracy of the . ce, many 
Protestants attending. Dr. arvin, an 
eloquent Protestant minister, undertook to an- 
swer these sermons and the discourses of each 
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areat forte, and the greater part of his work 
as a priest had been in that line. He is still 
living, though very edvanced in years, and is 
in waukee engaged in missionary work. 
Father Samarius died in Chicago when still 
in his prime. 

There were many eloquent fathers whose 
words stirred the college con ations to re- 
newed fondness for their faith. mong those 
most noted of late years were Fathers Heyien 
and Magevney, both populer and magnetic 
Preachers. Father Hugh Magevney, a partic- 
ularly brilliant pulpit orator, was fast grow- 
ing great vor with testants and 
Catholics alike when he was sent to another 
diocese. 

Two noted consecrations took place in the 
old church, The first was that of Rev. Father 
Van DeVelde, 8. J., as Bishop of Chicago on 
February 11, 1949. The attending bishops on 
that occasion were Bishop Peter Ricbard Ken- 
rick of St. Louis, Bishop Loras of Dubuque. 
Bishop Mills of Nashville, Tenn., and Bishop 
De St. Palais of Vincennes, Ind. The other 
consecration was that of Rev. Father Meise 
as Bishop of Leavenworth, Kan., March 25, 
1857. The bishops present at that ceremony 
were: Bishop Kenrick of st. Louis and the 
Bishops of Chicago and Vincennes, Ind. 

Another famous Jesuit was Father De Smet. 
It was in the year 1838 that he began his re- 
markable career: as a 1 among the 
Indians, his first work being to establish a 
residence among the Pottawatomies in the vi- 
cinity of Council Bluffs, lo. In 1840 Father De 
Smet made his first journey to the Rocky 
Mountains and through Oregon, where he 
prepared the way forthe numerous missiona- 
ries who in succeeding years did so much for 
that wild region. Father De Smet baptized 
many thousands of the aborignes, and his in- 
fiVmence over the various t s whose lan- 
guage he spoke, was so great that the 
United States authorities more than 
once called on him to use his moral power 
over the savages to eee them, when an- 
gered to violence by the cupidity and injustice 
of dishonest agents. He received from the 
Governmentthe exclusive right of nominat- 
ing all Indian agents for Catholic tribes or 
Catholic sections of tribes. His love for the 
poor red men was evidenced by the remark 
which he once made to a well-known citizen 
of this city, who is still living. 

‘*‘I know,’’ he said, ‘‘where millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of golo can be found, but the se- 
cret will die with me, for if Ishould give away 
the secret my poor Indians would driven 
from their lands.’’ 

Father De Smet died on May 28, 1873, and was 
buried on a little mound shaded by black 
thorn trees, acatalpa and a weeping willow 
at the novitiate near Florissant. — 
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THE STORY OF ITS DEFENDERS. 


Catholics Mass Themselves to Save the Col. 
lege From the Know-Nothings. 


The old church figures prominently in the 
history ofthe city. When Know-Nothingism 
was at its height the edifice was doomed to 
destruction by the enemies of the church, but 
the determination to sack and burn it was 
abandoned when the Know-Nothings became 
aware of the preparations which had been 
made to defend it. It was during the pastor- 
ate of Father Druyts, from 1854-55, that the 
movement to destroy the church was made. 
During the day, in the evening of which the 
march to the college was made by the 
Know-Nothings, an election for Mayor, 
aldermen, justices of the peace and con- 
stables had been held, and Washington King 


was elected to the chief office of the munic- 
ipality. The excitement had been running 
high all day. The polling place was located 
in the old engine house, which stood on a 
triangular lot between lin avenue and 
Morgan street. 2 the afternoon a riot 
occurred at the polls, but no one was seriously 
injured, the trouble Belug quelled in time by 
the Washington Guards under the co mans 
9 A 
evening when the polls were closed the Know- 
Nothinogs held a meeting at the engine house of 
the old Missouri Volunteer Corps, which was 
located on the present site of No.6 engine 
house on Seventh street between Olive and 
Pine streets. It was decided to make a raid 
on the old College Chureh and sack it. The 
Oatholics became aware of the intentions of 
the Know-Nothings and made hurried prep: 
arations to defend the edifice. The Know- 
Nothings started from the engine house about 
10 o’ clock and marched up as far,as Ninth and 
St. Charles streets, where a man named Pat 
Sexton kept a groce store.

But They Must Begie Early and Select a 
Proper Site for a Birth.Fiace—The Great 
American Humorist Discourses Eloquent. 
ly on the Homes of the Presidents—Kven 
Belva Lockwood Had the Geod Sense te 
Pick Out a Suitable Birth.Place for Her- 
self.

VERY American youth 
has been told repeatedly 
by his parents and his 
teachers that he must be 
a good boy and an exem- 
plary young man in or- 
der to become the Presi- 
dent of the United States. 
There is nothing new in 
this statement, and I do 
not print it because I re- 
gard it in the light of a 
jup. But I desire to goa trifie further, 
and call the attention of the American youth 
to the fact. that he must begin at a much earlier 
date to prepare himself for the presidency 
than has been generally taught. He must not 
only acquire all the knowledge within reach, 
and guard his moral character night and day 
through life, or at least up to the time of his 
election, but he must be a self-made man, and 
he should also use the utmost care and dis- 
cretion in the selection of his birthplace. 

In the first place a boy may thoughtlessly 
select the wrong State or even a foreign coun- 
try as a site for bis birthplace, and then the 
most exemplary life will not avail him. But 
hardest of all, perhaps, for one who aspires 
to the highest office within the gift of the peo- 
is the selection of a house in which to be 
born. For this reason I have selected a few 
specimen birthplaces for the guidance of 
those who may be ignorant of the points 
which should be possessed by a birthplace. 

Take for instance the residence of Andrew 
Jackson. No one has ever retained a stronger 
hold upon the tendrils of the Democratic 
heart than Andrew Jackson. His name ap- 
pears more frequently to-day in papers for 
which he never subscribed than that of any 
other President who has passed away. 

Andrew Jackson was a poor boy whose fath- 
er was a farm laborer who died before An- 
drew’s birth, thus leav- 
ing the boy perfectly 
free to choose the site 
of his birthplace, an ac- 
curate picture of which 
is given here. 

He did not care much 
about books, but felt 
confident on the start 
that he had chosen a 
good birthplace and 
therefore could not be Jack. ‘ 
defeated in his race for the Presidency. Here 
in this house A. Jackson first saw the light, 
and here his excellency sent up his first Demo- 
cratic whoop. Here, on the back stoop, was 
Where he was sent sorrowihg at night to wash 
his chapped feet with soft soap before his 
mother would allow him to go tobed. Here 
Andrew turned the grindstone in the shed, 
while a large, heavy neighbor got on and rode 
for an hour or two. Here the future President 
sprouted potatoes in the dark and noisome 
cellar, while other boys, who cared nothing 
for the Presidency, drowned out woodchuocks 
and sucked eggs in open defiance of the pul- 
pit and press of the country. 

And yet, whataquiet, peaceful, unostenta- 
tious home, with its little windows opening 
out upon the snow in winter, and to bare 
ground in summer! How peaceful it looks! | 
Who would believe that up in the dark corners 
of the gable end it harbors a large iron-gray 
hornets’ nest with brocaded bornets in it? And 
still it isso quiet that, on hot summer after- 
noons, while the bees are buzzing around the 
petunias and the regular breathing of the 
sandy-colored shoat in the back lot shows 
that all nature is hushed and drugged into a 
deep and oppressive repose, the old hen, 
ljulied into a sense of false security, walks 
into the ‘‘sitting-room,’’ eats the seeds out of 
several everiasting flowers, samples a few 
varnished acorns On an ornamental photo- 
graph frame in the corner, and then goes out 
to the kitchen, where she bites into the dough 
that is set behind the stove to raise. 

Here in this quiet home, far from the ener- 
vating pousse cafe and carte blanche, where 
he had pork rind tied on the outside of his 
neck for sore throat, and pepper, New Orleans 
molasses and vinegar, together with other 
groceries calculated to discourage illness, 
were put inside, he laid the foundations of his 
future greatness. ° 

Later on the fever of ambition came upon 
him, and he taught school where the big giris 
snickered at him and the big boys went so far 
away at noon that they couldn't hear tne bell 
and were glad of it, and came back an hour 
late with water in both ears and crawfish in 
their pockets. 

After that he learned to be a saddler, fought 
in the Revolutionary war, afterward writing it 
up for the papers in a graphie way and show- 
ing bow it happened that most everybody else 
was Killed but himself.

On the door of the barn—a picture of which 
may be given as the campaign becomes more 
heated—can be seen the following legend, 
scratched on its surface with a nail:

THE OLD COLLEGE CHIMES. 


One of Them Is Over One Hundred Years 
Old, But Still Sweet-Toned. 


The chimes ot St. Xavier’s Church, the Old 
College, on Ninth and Christy avenue, 
are, next to the Pilgrim chimes, un- 
questionably the finest in the city. 
The bells have an interesting history. One 
of them is over one hundred yearsold. It is 
covered with inscriptions and a cross 18 inches 
long is engraved on it. On the upper rim is 
the inscription: ‘‘Sancte Francisco Ora Pro 
Nobis.’’ The following inscription on the 


side occupies a space about fourteen feet long 
and nearly two teet high: 

„ge Refundio esta Campana A Expensas De 
Bienhechores Con Motibo de Haverla Hetho 
Pedazos Vna Bomba Que Arrajaron Los Fran-
